One of Hie veteran livestock 
commission men in Illinois is John 
T. Alexander of the firm of Alex- 
ander, Conover 
& 
Martin, Chi­ 
cago. 
Mr. Alexander is thoroly 
posted on the livestock trade and I 
his market views are always worth 
whiie. 
In an address prepared 
recently for the Indiana Cattle 
Feeders Association Mr. Alexand­ 
er made the following interests/} 
statement: 
Chaotic Conditions 
“Cattle trade has probably nev­ 
er been in more chaotic condition 
than at present. 
We are reap­ 
ing the logical afterm ath of war. 
an inevitable harvest, all branches 
of trade and commerce are on an 
abnormal basis, and to expect im ­ 
munity from th e live stock indus­ 
try would be unreasonable. 
“ Conditions and prospects, in 
my opinion. 
w a rra n t 
conserva­ 
tism. 
It is a time for keeping 
dose to the shore. 
The industrial 
world is constantly convulsed by 
strikes, and a lthough labor is well 
employed at the best wages in t h j 
world’s industry, with a corres­ 
pondingly large purchasing capacv 
ity .so many th in g s are possible 
that forecasting 
is 
dangerous. 
That all basic commodity value,* 
will eventually d r o n to lower lev- 
els is a reasonable assumption; 
when and to what extent are the 
problems. 
“Speaking 
specifically on the 
subject of cattle, it will be reas­ 
onable to expect liberal receipts 
of warmed-up stuff 
during 
the 
next 60 days. 
A large number 
of feeders were absorbed by the 
Corn Belt during the Fall period, 
owners are timorous, confidence 
in the future of the 
market 
is 
lacking, and there is a general 
desire to get the money back in 
the bank. 
Top prices are decept­ 
ive, as with the few prime bull­ 
ocks selling from $20.00 to $21.50 
the bulk of the steer supply has 
been appraised 
recently 
at 
a 
range of $12.00 @ $15.00. 
Janu ary Receipts 
‘A heavy fall and early winter 
run of cattle invariably 
means 
liberal receipts during January, 
especially under 
present 
unset­ 
tled conditions. 
The coal strike 
has undoubtedly prompted much 
premature marketing. 
The prob­ 
ability is that with assurance of 
uninterrupted transportation and 
slaughter facilities, much of the 
present liquidation would be avert­ 
ed. 
After this liquidation ruas 
its coarse, I expect lighter r e ­ 
ceipts and a more stable market 
with higher prices, if the indus­ 
trial situation is healthy. 
“ Beef is being 
consumed 
as 
rapidly as it can be cooled, pack­ 
ers being on a hand to mouth 
basis. 
“ Hog values have been seeking 
winter parking season levels per­ 
sistently. 
Export trade is still of 
substantial volume, although the 
.rate of Fxchange is a handicap, 
especially in the case of Germany 
which under m ore favorable con­ 
ditions would be a heavy purchas­ 
er of meat and fats. 
“The British 
government' 
is 
buying iarge quantities

products on the basis of $14.00 
hogs, and around present levels, 
the market
